The Fire Safe Family 


The home is traditionally one 
sure place of refuge and safety. 
Yet homes are the scene of more 
than one quarter of all the fires 
we allow to happen each year. 
Even more tragically, more than 
half of all fire deaths occur in 
homes. 

These facts, from National Fire 
Protection Association records, 
are both a warning and a chal¬ 
lenge — a warning that deadly 
fire can strike your home, a chal¬ 
lenge to you to take prevention 
action. 

Prevention starts with good 
family habits about fire hazards. 
It includes care with matches and 


smoking keeping heating and 
cooking equipment in good or¬ 
der, proper use of electrical fuses, 
appliances and extension cords, 
and frequent clean-ups. 

High on the list of family 
safety measures is a carefully 
prepared and rehearsed escape 
plan for fire emergencies. Alter¬ 
nate routes to safety from every 
room, particularly every bedroom, 
are of prime importance in the 
plan to provide for halls and 
stairways that may be blocked by 
fire. 

Remember, prevention through 
good habits and preparedness 
through good planning make a 
fire-safe family.

We seem to be trying so hard 
to have a fire fatality, we still 
smoke in bed we still wash our 
clothes in gasoline, we still keep 
flammable liquids in unsafe con¬ 
tainers, we still leave small child- 
| ren unattended, we still go right 
I on having foolish fires in count¬ 
less different ways. 

Now I know and you know 
that no one wants a fire fatality, 
but if we don't stop having fool¬ 
ish fires, the law of percentage 
will soon catch up to us. (588 
Canadians died as a result of fire 
last year).

“Wainwright Hunting ” 


The Hon. H. A. Ruster, Min¬ 
ister of Lands and Forests Al¬ 
berta, advises that regulations 
have been established permitting 
a special season and controlled 
hunting for deer and sharp-tailed 
grouse in the Wainwright Mili¬ 
tary establishment during the 
coming winter. Research conduc¬ 
ted by wildlife biologists indi¬ 
cates that certain portions of the 
Wainwright Military Camp range 
carry high densiay white-tailed 
deer populations. Following dis- 
cusssions with Department of Na¬ 
tional Defence representatives, 
agreement was reached to permit 
hunting in an area that has vir¬ 
tually not been hunted in before. 
Fish and Wildlife Officials view 
this as an opportunity to develop 
a specific research and manage¬ 
ment project in >vhich Alberta 
hunters will be the principal par¬ 
ticipants. 

The open season for sharp¬ 
tailed grouse is the week of Dec¬ 
ember 5th to December 10th. 


! Residents of Alberta who have 
| obtained wildlife certificates and 
upland bird stamps are eligible 
applicants. A draw will be made 
trim all applications received prior 
to November 12th and 80 hun¬ 
ters will be validated to hunt in 
specified regions for 3 two-day 
j periods, but individuals or parties 
1 up to four hunters may hunt for 
| one two-day period only. By this 
means a total of 340 bird hun¬ 
ters will be accommodated. There 
1 will be no additional charge to 
bird hunters. 

Applications for the special 
$3.00 deer stamp will be ac¬ 
cepted from residents of Alberta 
only. From all applications re¬ 
received prior to .the deadline 
date, November 12th, a draw 
will be conducted and 80 hun¬ 
ters will be validated to hunt 
deer in specified parts of the re¬ 
gion during each day of the open 
season. The open season on ant¬ 
lered deer will extend from Dec¬ 
ember 12th to December 17th, 


both inclusive. At the rate of 
80 hunters per day therefore, 
480 deer hunters will be accom¬ 
modated. From dates January 2nd 
to January 7th, 1967 (both in¬ 
clusive) an antlerless deer hunt 
will obtain in the area. Again, 
480 selected hunters will be al¬ 
lowed a one day hunt on each 
of the 6 days of the open season. 

Entrance to and exit, from the 
Military area will be rigidly con¬ 
trolled and hunting parties will 
be assigned particular regions in 
which to conduct their opera¬ 
tions. Access to and dispersal 
from the area will be under con¬ 
trol of attending wildlife biolo¬ 
gists and D.N.D. staff who will 
be assigned to the project. There 
will be no overnight camping al¬ 
lowed in the camp area, and no 
campfires will be permitted. 

Details concerning applications, 
the validity of party hunt appli¬ 
cations and special controls to be 
applied to huntng in this instance 
will be available from the Wain- 
wright. district Fish and Wildlife 
Office at Provost or from the Dir¬ 
ector of Fish and Wildlife at Ed¬ 
monton by mid-September. Bird 
hunting parties will have to be 
accompanied by dogs capable of 
retrieving shot game birds.

The Canadian dollar bill will 
have a new look in 1967. Bank 
of Canada Governor Louis Ras- 
minsky, announced that the Cen¬ 
tennial symbol and a change of 
wording will highlight the Cen¬ 
tennial currency. The back of 
the note will feature an engrav¬ 
ing of the original Centre Block 
which was destroyed by fire in 
1916. 

The special $1 note will be 
the only one to be circulated in 
1967 and the present bill will 


be reissued in 1968. 

Collectors have not been over¬ 
looked; a quantity of notes bear¬ 
ing the serial number 1867-1967 
will be made available to them. 

Mail orders for the collector's 
note will be accepted by the 
Bank after July 1, for delivery 
in January, 1967. A nominal 
charge of 35 cents will be made 
on all orders to cover the cost 
of the bill and postage and the 
sum must be included with ap¬ 
plications.

General Jean Victor Allard, 


CBE, DSO, ED, CD 

General Jean Victor Allard was 
born in Ste. Monique de Nicolet, 
Que., on June 12, 1913. He was 
educated at College St. Laurent 
in Montreal and St. Jerome Col¬ 
lege in Kitchener, Ont. 

Gen. Allard was commissioned 
in the Non-Pedmanent Active 
Militia in 1933. He volunteered 
for active service in 1939 and 
was appointed to the Three Riv¬ 
ers Regiment (Tank) in the rank 
of Major. Between 1939 and 
1943 Gen. Allard held a number 
of appointments in Canada and 
overseas, becoming second-in- 
command of the Royal 22nd Re¬ 
giment in 1943 while they were 
serving in Italy. 

In December, 1943, while 
temporarily in command of the 
Royal 22nd, Gen. Allard won the 
Distinguished Service Odder for 
gallantry, initiative and military 
skill in the battle of the Ariel Ii 
River near Ortona. In January, 
1944, he was appointed com¬ 
manding officer of the regiment, 
and in September of that year 
was awarded the first bar to the 
DSO for outstanding service dur¬ 
ing the breakthrough of the Go¬ 
thic Line. 

In March, 1945, he was pro¬ 


moted to Brigadier and given 
command of the 6th Canadian 
Infantry Brigade in Holland, win¬ 
ning a second bar to his DSO in 
that appointment. 

From 1945 until 1948 Gen. 
Allard was military attache in 
Moscow and then was appointed 
commander of Eastern Quebec 
Area. Following a year at the 
Imperial Defence College in Eng¬ 
land, 1950-51, he became vice¬ 
quartermaster-general for the 
Canadian Army. 

Gen. Allard returned to the 
field in April, 1953, as com¬ 
mander of the 25th Canadian 
Infantry Brigade Group in Korea. 
He represented Canada at. the 
truce-signing ceremonies at Pan- 
munjom on July 27, 1953. 

In 1954-56 Gen. Allard com¬ 
manded the 3rd Canadian Infan¬ 
try Brigade Group at Carfip Val- 
cartier, then was commander of 
Eastern Quebec Area until ap¬ 
pointed vice-chief fo the general 
staff at Army Headquarters, Ot¬ 
tawa, in 1958. 

Her Majesty the Queen ap¬ 
proved the appointment of Gen. 
Allard as commander of the 4th 
Division, British Army of the 
Rhine, in Germany, in Novem¬ 
ber, 1961. The first Canadian 
Army officer to command a Bri¬ 
tish division, Gen. Allard held 
this appointment until October, 
1963, when he returned to Can¬ 
ada as major-general survival at 
Army Headquarters. 

On integration of the Canadian 
forces in September, 1964, he 
was promoted to lieutenant-gen- 
eral and named chief of opera¬ 
tional readiness. He became the 
first commander of the newly- 
created Mobile Command in Sep¬ 
tember, 1965. In July, 1966, 
he was promoted to General and 
appointed Chief of the Defence 
Staff. 

In addition to his gallantry 
awards, Gen. Allard has also been 


awarded the CBE, the French 
Croix de Guerre and Legion 
d'Honneur, the Netherlands 
Bronze Lion and the U. S. Legion 
of Merit (Degree of Officer). He 
is married to the former Simone 
Piche. 



Colonel Malcolm F. MacLachan, 
QBE, MC, CD 


Colonel Malcolm F. MacLach- 
lan was born on October 9tn, 
1917, at Great Village, N. S. He 
was educated at Acadia Univer¬ 
sity where he obtained Bachelor 
of Art and Bachelor of Educa 
tion degrees. 

Col. MacLachlan enrolled in 
COTC at Acadia University in 
December, 1939, and served with 
the West Nova Scotia Regiment 
from August, 1940, to October, 
1941. In November, 1941, he 
joined the Cape Breton High¬ 
landers, served in the U. K. and 
Italy, and returned to Canada as 
a Major in January, 1945, after 
being wounded three times. In 
August of the same year, he re¬ 
joined the Cape Breton High- 
anders in the U. K. as the sec¬ 
ond-in-command of the regiment. 

From September, '46, to. Dec¬ 
ember, '51, Col. MacLachlan was 
Command Personnel Officer at 
Headquarters Eastern Command. 
Following a one year course at the 
Army's Staff College, in Kings¬ 
ton, Ont., he became second-in- 
command of the Canadian High¬ 
land Battalion in Germany. He 
held this position for three 
months prior to proceeding to 
Korea as Commanding Officer of 
the 3rd Battalion, Princes Pat¬ 
ricia's Canadian Light Infantry. 

In January, 1954, Col. Mac¬ 
Lachlan took over as Command¬ 
ing Officer of the 2nd Battalion, 
Canadian Guards, at Camp Peta- 
wawa.

“Stone Frigate” 
Renovated 

tor the first time in 145 years 
the second oldest building on the 
grounds of Royal Military College 
of Canada, Kingston, is beinq re¬ 
novated. 

The STONE FRIGATE^ built in 
1819-20 on Point Frederick, was 
originally used to house naval 
stores and equipment 

When RMC was created in 
1876 it contained al the College 
facilities, including a dormitory, 
and since then has provided 
sleeping quarters for a number of 
generations of cadets. 

When renovations are comple¬ 
ted, the Stone Frigate (so named, 
iti is said, because a rumour at 
the time of its construction al¬ 
leged that the funds used to 
build were those originally appro¬ 
priated for a sailing frigate) will 
continue to serve as a dormitory 
for future generations of RMC 
cadets.

FIRST LANDING AT NEW HOME 


SOEST, Germany — The flying 
hussars of the 4th Canadian In¬ 
fantry Group in Germany now 
have a place of their own to roost. 

The helicopter reconnaissance 
troop of "C" Squadron, 8th Can¬ 
adian Hussars has moved from 
its old stand at Fort Chambly to 
a brand-new airfield two miles 
away just completed for the bri¬ 
gade by German contractors. 

The new airfield will be home 
roost for the helicopter troop's 
seven CH-112 Hiller Nomands. 
The 25 officers and men who 
fly and service them will com¬ 
mute between Fort Crambly and 
the hangar. 

The building is 195 feet long, 
80 feet wide and 18 feet high 
and has its own sewage system 
and water supply. It also houses 
the maintenance shop of the air¬ 
craft platoon 4th Field Work¬ 
shop, Royal Canadian Electrical 
and Mechanical Engineers, which 
repairs all of the brigade"'s air¬ 
craft, both the helicopters and 
the L-19 observation planes of 


the 2nd Regiment, Royal Can¬ 
adian Horse Artillery. 

The artillery planes operate 
from the regiment's base at Fort 
Prince of Wales near Hemer. 
They will now be able to land 
on the new airfield's 1,000-foot 
grass strip and taxi up to the 
asphalt tarmac (265 by 285 feet) 
in front of the hangar for main¬ 
tenance service. Previously the 
light planes landed on the near¬ 
by Soest Glider Club airstrip and 
the mechanics came out from 
Tort Chambly to do repairs. 

The airfield is run by "C" 
Squadron, 8th Hussars, comman¬ 
ded by Major G. J. Martin, of 
Duncan, B. C. The flying opera¬ 
tions are controlled by Capt. D. 
P. Thornton, of Calgary, the air¬ 
field manager and helicopter 
troop commander. The mainten¬ 
ance shop is under the direction 
of Capt. C. A. Penny, of Sydney, 
N. S., who has 30 men in his 
RCEME aircraft platoon.

SEA CADET NEWS 


R.C.S.C.C. Warrior began the 
new winter season on September 
7th with a regular parade at Or- 
tona Armouries. The summer 
had been a very active one for 
members of the corps and stories 
of the events were traded during 
the evening.

The cadets involved wee, P2 
Blakely, P2 Granfield, P2 Tho¬ 
mas, P2 Bourke, P2 Guygion, 
L/C Whyley and L/C Nargang 
from Warrior and P2 Oracheski 
from Cayuga. The cadets of the 
United States spent the ten days 
in Quadra and the Canadian cad¬ 
ets spent them at the Noval Sta¬ 
tion at San Diego. They were 
treated royally at San Diego and 
joined the Fleet Carrier U. S. S. 
Kitty Hawk for a 3-day cruise. 
This ship is not one of their lar¬ 
gest carriers but it is larger than 
any RCN ship. It was a very ex¬ 
citing experience for the cadets 
and will be well remembered. 

The cruises and courses avail¬ 
able to sea cadets give them the 
opportunity to see a bigger part 
of this country and others which 
normally they wouldn't see until 
they are older.

BATTLE OF 
BRITAIN 

Canadian ajrmen paid tribute. 
September 18, to the Allied pil¬ 
ots who hurled back the German 
Luftwaffe during the dark days 
of 1940 in the Battle of Britain. 

In Ottawa ceremonies took 
the form of a march past of 500 
airmen, a fly past, church ser¬ 
vices, and the placing of wreaths 
by government, civic and mili¬ 
tary officials at the Common¬ 
wealth Air Forces Memorial on 
Green Island. 

For the RCAF the Battle of 
Britain had special significance. 
It was the first time Canadian 
airmen, flew into action as formed 
units against the enemy, won 
their first, victories, and suffered 
their first casualties. 

Canadian pilots destroyed some 
120 enemy aircraft with about 
100 more counted as probably 
destroyed or damaged. Forty- 
seven Canadian airmen gave their 
lives. 

Two fighter squadrons were 
•identified as Canadian. One was 
No. 242 (Canadian) Squadron, of 
the Royal Air Force; the other 
was No. 1 Fighter Squadron, 
RCAF, (later changed to No. 401) 
which had arrived in Britain on 
the eve of battle. 

Of the several hundred Can¬ 
adians who fought in the Battle 
of Britain, five are still serving 
in the RCAF. Two flew with the 
RCAF: Air Marshal E. M. Reyno, 
of Halifax, chief of personnel, 
Canadian Forces Headquarters at 
Ottawa, and Group Captain B. E. 
Christmas,' of St. Hilarie, Que , 
commander of CFB, Winnipeg. 

Three officers flew with the 
Royal Air Force: Group Captain 
J. R. D. Braham, of Ottawa, dir¬ 
ector of the air forces systems 
requirements at Canadian Forces 
Headquarters; Fit. Lt. A. G. W. 
Miller, of Carunna, Ont., serving 
at RCAF Station Sioux Lookout, 
Ont., and Flt.-Lt. A. L. M. Deller, 
of Winnipeg, serving at C B F, 
Greenwood, N. S. 


The RCAF's CT-1 14 Tutor jet 
trainer, which came into service 
early in 1965, can land and fake 
off from sod fields and is the 
first RCAF trainer with side-by- 
side seating. 


New Comman¬ 
der for Cyprus 



Lieutenant-Colonel W. W. Tur¬ 
ner, 44 Victoria, has been pro¬ 
moted to Colonel and was ap¬ 
pointed Commander of the Can¬ 
adian contingent, United Nations 
Forces in Cyprus in mid-Septem¬ 
ber. He will also assume the 
duties of deputy chief of staff 
of the international force. Col. 
Turner succeeds Col. G. R. Hale 
who will return to his appoint¬ 
ment as commanler, Newfound¬ 
land District. 

An afficer of the Royal Can¬ 
adian Artillery, Col. Turner has 
been a staff officer in .the per¬ 
sonnel branch at Canadian Forces 
Headquarters in Ottawa. 

Col. Turner was commissioned 
in 1942, following graduation 
from the Royal Military College, 
and during the Second World 
War served in Britain and North¬ 
west Europe with artillery units 
and the 4th Canadian Armoured 
Division. 

After the war he was a gun¬ 
nery instructor at the artillery 
school in Camp Shilo. Man., and 
in 1951 took up a similar ap¬ 
pointment with the Royal Artil¬ 
lery in Britain. Following gradu¬ 
ation from the Canadian Army 
Staff College in 1954, he was 
appointed to Western Command 
and in 1956 he took command 
of the 4th Light Anti-Aircraft 
Battery, RCA. 

Duty with the truce supervi¬ 
sory organization in Palestine flo- 
lowed in 1957 and in 1959 he 
became brigade major of the 
4th Canadian Infantry Brigade in 
Germany. In 1961 he took com¬ 
mand of the 3rd Regiment, Royal 
Canadian Horse Artillery in Ger¬ 
many and brought the unit back 
to Winnipeg. In August, 1965, 
he moved to the Ottawa appoint¬ 
ment.

Canadian Forces Command 
Organization 

Transfer of command of all 
armed forces regular force units 
and establishments in Canada to 
integrated functional headquart¬ 
ers was completed by April 1st, 
1966. 

On the same date the army's four 
command headquarters and 12 
area headquarters completed the 
handover of command and con¬ 
trol of their present functions 
and responsibilities. Area head¬ 
quarters was replaced by small 
district headquarters responsible 
for the command and control of 
militia and cadets and reporting 
direct to the deputy chief of re¬ 
serves at Canadian Forces Head¬ 
quarters. District headquarters 
are also responsible for national 
survival -and aid to the civil 
power. 

The command headquarters 
phased out were Headquarters 
Western Command, Edmonton; 
Headquarters Central Command, 
Oakville; Headquarters Quebec 
Command, Montreal; and Head¬ 
quarters Eastern Command, Hali¬ 
fax. 

The new district headquarters 
are in cities where army area 
headquarters were located: Van¬ 
couver Edmonton, Regina, Win¬ 
nipeg, London, Ont., Oakville, 
Kingston, Montreal, Quebec City, 
Fredericton, Halifax & St. John's. 
Districts take the names of the 
areas they replaced. For example, 
Headquarters Alberta District 
replaced Headquarters Alberta 
Area. 

The only change in geogra¬ 
phical boundaries was in the 
Maritimes where New Brunswick 
and Prince Edward Island form 
one district and Nova Scotia an¬ 
other. Nova Scotia and Prince 
Edward Island previously formed 
one army area and New Bruns¬ 
wick another. 

Under the new command struc¬ 
ture, the major armed forces in¬ 
stallations across the country will 


become Canadian Forces Bases 
and are placed under command of 
the appropriate integrated head¬ 
quarters. 

Mobile Command, Maritime 
Command, Air Transport Com¬ 
mand and Materiel Command 
will each have five bases under 
command. Training Command 
will be responsible for 13 bases. 

The command structure of Air 
Defence Command is now under 
review and no major changes in 
its organization will take place 
until this review is completed.

NEW MOVING PROCEEDURES 

The procedures for moving de¬ 
pendents of armed forces person¬ 
nel are being standardized to pro¬ 
vide uniform entitlemnt. Previ¬ 
ously, regulations carried between 
the Navy, Army and Air Force or 
applied only to one service. 

The basic approach is to ensure 
that a serviceman does not move 
his family into an area where 
housing is difficult to obtain until 
adequate accommodation is avail¬ 
able. If the family is living in 
National Defence housing, they 
will not be required to move until 
housing is available at the new 
place of duty. In certain circum¬ 
stances the serviceman may be 
permitted to move his family to 
"an alternative location" or to 
"a selected place of residence."

Director of History Appointed 


Sydney F. Wise, 41, formerly 
professor of history at Queen's 
University Kingston, Ont., has 
been appointed director of his¬ 
tory for the Department of Na¬ 
tional Defence and took up his 
new appointment in September. 

He succeeded Col. C. P. Stacey 
who took leave from his duties 
as professor of history at the Uni¬ 
versity of Toronto in May, 1965, 
at the request of the Minister of 
National Defence, to re-organize 
the historical sections of the 
three armed forces into a single 
organization. Col. Stacey retired 
from the army in 1 959 after ser¬ 
ving as director of the army his¬ 
torical section since 1945. He 
now returns to the University of 
Toronto. 

Mr. Wise was born in Toronto 
in November, 1924. He enlisted 
in the RCAF in 1943 and gradu¬ 
ated as a pilot in 1944. He 
served as a pilot with Eastern Air 
Command and was discharged in 
1945 with the rank of flying 
officer. 

He graduated from the Univer¬ 
sity of Toronto in modern history 
in 1949 and was gold medalist. 


He took th e bachelor of library 
science degree at the University 
of Toronto in 1950 and received 
the degree of master of arts from 
Queen's University in 1953. He 
also studied at Columbia Univer¬ 
sity and the University of Chi¬ 
cago. 

Mr. Wise was a lecturer at the 
Royal Military College of Canada, 
Kingston, from 1950 until his 
appointment as a lecturer at 
Queen's University ni 1955. He 
was appointed assistant professor 
in 1957,associate professor in 
1961, and professor of history in 
1 965. He was to take up a pro¬ 
fessorship at the University of 
Western Ontario London, in the, 
summer of 1966, but that uni¬ 
versity kindly consented to re¬ 
lease him at the request of the 
Department of National Defence. 

Mr. Wise has written widely 
in Canadian and military history. 
He is co-author with R. A. Pres¬ 
ton and H. O. Werner of Men in 
Arms; A History of the Inter- 
Relationships of Warfare and 
Western Society, a book which is 
used in military and other col¬ 
leges in several countries.
